iS^\ti,FkafHrer^ and fome few by Misfortunes) are 
T^U(:^ to Poverty, and altogether unable to main- 
tain tnemftlves by the Bufinefs they were brought

wards, may take care of, cherifh and feel all the;,;^ 
tendemefs for her Infant that t*he fondeft Mother^ 
can be capable of. All Mothers nkturally love theii*— * 
Children ; but as this is a Paffion^ and all Pafluxns^= 
center in'Self-Loye^. fo it may be fubdued by any 
Superior Paffion; to- fboth that fame Self-Love^^-- 
which if nothing had interven'dj would have bicT 
her fondle her Offspring.. Common Whores, whoni — 
an the World knows to be fuch, hardly ever deftroy. 
their Children $ nay even thofe who affift in Rob-^ — 
belies and Mitf^dersfeldo^^are suilty of this Crime f 
not becaufo tiiey are le(^ Cruel or more VhrtuouSy 
but becaufe they have loft their Modefty -to a great-r 
er degree, and the fear of Sliame makes hardly any 
Impreffion upon them. 

Our Love to what never vtfas within the reach 
of our Senfes is but poor and inconfiderable, and 
therefore Women have no Natural Love to what 
they bear ; their Aflfeftion begins after the Birth f 
what they feel before is the refult of R^afon^ Edu-» 
catior, and rhe Thoughts o^ Duty. £ven wb^a 
Children firft 4r^ Born the Mother's £»ove i* biit;^ 
weak,and encreafes With theSenfibility of the ChUdf 
and grows up to a prodigious W\^Vit^^\vfct\\y«f^l^^ 
/> begins to expreii bis Sorrows asx^ 1^^^^ mi^. 
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lis Wants known, and difcovers his Love to novelty 
^nd the multiplicity of his Defires. What Labours 
-atKl Hazards have not Women undergone to main- 
tain and fave their Children, what force and forti- 
tude beyond their Sex have they not fhewn in their 
fiehalf ! But the vileft Women have exerted them- 
^Ives on this head as violently as the beft. All are 
prompted to it by a natural Drift and Inclination, 
without any Connderation of the Injury or Benefit 
the Society receives from it. There is no Merit 
in pleafing our fclves, and the very Offipring is 
often irreparably ruin d by the exceflive Fondnefs 
bf Parents 5 for tho' InBints for two or three Tears 
may be the better for this indulging Care of Mo- 
thets, yet afterwards, if not moderated,yit may to- . 
taHv fpoil them^ and many it has brought to the 
Gallows. 

If the Reader thinks Ihave been too tedious on 
that Branch of Modefty, by the help of which we 
etideavobr to appear Chafte, I /hall make him a-^ 
spends in the Brevity with whkh I defigh to treat 
of ^e remaining part, by which wq would, make 
others believe, that the Eftcem we have for them 
exceeds the Value we have for out felvcj, and that 
we h^ve no Difregard fo great to any Intereft as 
WCLihave to our own.

A Man of Exalted Pride 
may fo hide it, that no Body fliali be able to dif- 
cover that he has any 5 and yet receive greater Sa* 
tisfaftion from that Paffion than another, who in- 
dulges himfelf in the Declaration of it before ^11 
the World. Good Manners have nothing to do 
with Virtue or Religion; inftead of cxtingui/hirtg, 
they rather inflame the Paflions. The Man ot 
Senfe and Education never exults more in his Pride 
than when he hides it with the greatefl dexterity 2 
and infeafting on the Applaufe which heisfureall 
good Judges will pay to nis Behaviour, he enjji^ys

Catalogue ot fblid Bleflings that accrue from, and 
are owing to the Evil I treat of, vio are to coniSder 
. the Rents that are received, uie Ground that is 
tiirdt the Tools that are made, the Cattle that tie 
employM, and above all, the Multitude of Poof 
that are maintained, by the Variety of Labour, re* 

2uired in Husbandry, in Malting, in Carriage and 
Hftillation. before we can have the Produft of 
Malt, which we call Low Wines^ and is but the Be- 
ginning from which the various Spirits are after* 
wards to be made. 

Befides this, a fharp fighted good-humour*d Man 
might pick up abundance of Good from the Rub- 
biih, which I have all flitng away for Evil. He 
would tell me, that whatever Sloth and Sottifhnefi 
mi^ht be occaiion'd by the Abufe of Malt-Spirits, 
the moderate Ufe of it was of ineftimable Benefit 
to the Poor, who could purchafe no Cordials of 
higher Prices, that it was an univerfal Comfort, 
net only in Cold and Wearinefs, but mo^ of the 
AffliAions that are peculiar to theNeceflitous, ^nd^ 
had often to the moft deflitute fup^ly'd the Places 
of IV^t, Drink, CIoaths» and Looging. That the 
flupid Indolence in the mofl wretched ConaitioA 
occafion'd by thofo compofing Draughts, which I 
complain'd of, was a BleiSng to Thoulands, for that , 
certainly thofe were the happiefr, who felt theieaft- 
Pain* AstoDifeafes.hewouldfay, that,asiccattfed . 
fome, fo it cured others, and that if the Exceft in 
thofe Liquors had been fudden Death to fbme feiri' 
the Habit of drinking them daily prolong'd the' 
Lives of many, whom once it agreed with ^ ikmi- 
for the Lofs luflainM from the iniSgnificant (^lar-^ 
reh it created at home, we were o7etm\4 AtitW^ 
Adnntngc we received froxa it abto8LA^\>>j u'^^^2i^^ 
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ing tfae Cotti^age of Soldiers, and animating the Sail' 
ors to the Combat ; and that in the two lafl Wars 
no confideraMe Viflory had been obtained without. 

To the difinal Account I have given of the Re- 
tailers, and what they are (breed to fubmit to, he 
Wou!d anfwer ' that not many acquired more than 
niid^ling Riches in any Trade^ and that what I 
had counted fo^ofienfive and intollerable in the 
Calliifj^, was trifling to thofe who were ufed to it 9 
that DHiat feem'd irkfome and calamitous to fbme, 
was delightful and ofreti ravi/hing to others ; as 
Men di£rer'd in Circuniftances and J^ducation. He 
would put me in mind, that the Profit of an Em- 
ployment ever made amends for the Toil and La- 
bour that belonged to it,,nor forget, DuJ^is odor lucrt 
i re qual'Aet • oir t6 tell me, that the Smell of.Gain 
was fragrant even to N|ght- Workers. 

If I mould ever^ litge to h) m, that to have here 
and there one great and eminent Diftiller was a 
poor ^equivalent fer the vile Means, the certain 
Watitt and lading Mifery of fo many thoufand 
Wi^etch^,4s were neceflary toraife them, he would 
atifhir<6k', th^tbf tbis/I could be no Judge, becatife I 
ddii*r mpw What vaft Benefit they might afterwards 
b£ b^tothe Gbmmonwealth.

their Catting, their Profeflion from Gontempt.,oot 
kr their owa fakers, but to be moreferviceablertO: 
others. Tis the fame reafon that makes 'em ipHl- 
citous about the Comforts and Conveniencies of 
liife : for fhould they fii£Eer themfelves to be fo-- 
ful ted over, be content with a coarfcr Diet,^ai)$ 
wear more ordinary Cloaths than other People, 
the Multitude, who judge from outward Appeap- 
anceS) would be apt to think that the Clergy, ^^ 
no more tlie immediate Care of Providence tha* 
ether Folks, andfo not only undervalue their PcTi* 
fons, but defpifc likewife all the Reproofs an^'uir 
firuflions that came from *em.

I hftveina^ this' Digreffion chiefly to fhew the 
Strength of human Nature, and what mcer Man 
may perform by Pride and Conftitution alone. Man 
flUay certainly be as violently rouz*d by his Vanity, 
as a Lion is by his Anger 5 ;and not only this, Ava- 
ijce, Revenge, Ambition, and almofl every Paffion, 
Fity not excepted, when they are extraordiiiary, 
may by. overcoming Fear^ ferye him inflead of Va- 
lour, and be mifiaken for it even by himfelf ^ as 
daily Experience muft teach every body that will 
examine and look into the Motives from which 
iWie Men afl. But that we may more clearly per- 
a»ve what this pretended Principle is really built 
upon, let us look into the Management of Military 
Affairsi and we /hall find that rride is no where 
^openly encouraged as there. As for Cloaths, tho 
icery lowefl of the Commii&on Officers have them 
ijcoer, or at leaft more gay and (plendid, than are 
lerally wore by other People of four or five timei 
^ir Income. Mofl of them, and efpecially tholb 
Lt have Families, and can nardly lubfift, would 
be Tery glad, all &irope over, to be lefs Expenfive 
xkk^X way ^ but it is a Force put upon them to up- 
Im4 their Pridei which they don't think on.

Some grave People tell us, that the Grtdb and 1Z#- 
mans were fuch valiant Men, and yet knew nfotbiag 
of Duelling hut in their Countnr's Quarrel : IJbis 
is very true, but for that reafon the Kings and 
Princes in lUmer gave one another worfe Lai^uagc 
than our Porters and Hackney Coach-men would 
be able to bear without Refentment. 

Would you hinder Duelling, pardon nobody tbat 
o£fend6 that way, and make the Laws againft it as 
fevere as you can, but don*t take away the thiog 
itfelf, theCuftom of it. This will not only prevent 
the Frequency of it, but likewife by rendriog die 
mofl refolute and mod powerful cautious and cu^ 
cumfped in their Behayidur, polifli and brightea 
Society in general. Nothing civilizes aManequafly 
as his Fear, and if not all, (as my Lord Rtch^ 
faid) at leaft mofl Men would be Cowards if they 
durfl : The dread of being called to an Account 
-keeps abundance in awe, and there are thottfandi 
of mannerly and weH-accomplifh'd Gentlemen in 
rEurope^ who would have been infblenc and infUp- 
•portable Coxcombs without itj befides if it.wasost 
of Fafhion to a{k Satisfaction for Injuries which Ac 
Law cannot take hold of, there would be twenty 
times the Mifchief done there is now, or eliem 
muA have twenty times the Conftables and other 
Officers to keep the Peace. I confefs that^tboogli 
it happens but ieldom, it is a Calamity to the Peo- 
piOf and gener^Hy the Families it falls upoarW 
there can^ no perfeA Happinefs in this Worii, 
and all Felicity has an Allay. The ABt itfeif icujft- 
charitable, but when above thirty in a Natioajdi^ 
firoy themfelves in one Tear, and not hatf tblt 
number are kiftedby others, I don't think theJ^ 
pie can be faid to love their Neighbours worie ^im 
themfelves.

If I allow** they may, 1 
my felf in the wrong $ and if I affirm the mhe 
Tenets will juftly becallM impioi^, or at kal 

?£rous to all large Societies. As it is not ii 
l«u;e of the Book only, but a great many o 
that Aieh Queri^ might be made even by a 
meaning Reader, 1 /mU here explain my fel 
cndearour to fbhre thofe Difficulties, which (i 
Pafiages misht have rais'd in him, in order t 
monmate tbe Gonfiftency of my Opinion to 
fon, ard the firiaeft Morality. 

I lay down as a firfl Principle, that in afl I 
ties, great or fmatt, it is the Duty of every J 
ber of it to be Good, that Virtue ouffht tali 
courag'd, Vice ^fcountenancM, theXawa A 
and the Tranfgrefibrspuni/h'd. After this 1 1^ 
that if we comult Hiftory both Antient imi 
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AttrLinA tdce ayiew of what has pad in the World, 
ive fhall find that Human Nature fince the Fall of 
jSUamhis^zlwzys been the fameiand that thcStrengrh 
and Frailties of it have ever been confpicuous in 
one Part of the Globe or other, without any Re- 
gard to Ages, Climates, or Religion. I never faid, 
lior imagined, that Man could not be virtuous as 
wen in a rich and mighty Kingdom, as in the moft 
pitiful Commonwealth \ but Town it is my Senfe 
that no Society can be raisM into fuch a rich and 
mighty Kingdom , or fbrais'd, fubfift in theirWealth 
and Power tor any confiderable Time, without the 
Vices of Man. 

This I imagine is fufficiently proved throughout 
the Book 5 and as Human Nature ftill continues 
the famOj as it has always been for fo many thou- 
iatid Ycar#, we have no great Reafon to fufpeft a 
'Ititure Change in it, whtlfl the World endures. 
KoW i cannot ftt what Immorality there is in fhew- 
irt 4lMan the Origin and Power of tbofe Failxons, 
which fo often, even unknowingly to himfelf, hurry 
him away from his Reafbn ; or that there i$ any 
Impiety m Putting him upon his Guard a.^ainft 
kimflblf,' and the^cret Stratagems of Self- Love, 
andteaching him the difference between fuch Ac« 
tiom as Ptoceed frotil a Viftory 6vcr the Paffions, 
and thofe that ate onl^ the refoilt of a Conqueft 
whicb one Paffion obtains over anbther f that i^, 
between Real, and Counterfeited Virtue. It is an

In their Ad^nowledgments to the Gods, 
thank'd them for the Plenty of omfprtable 
Beer they had received from thea^ notwidii 
ing they had fo little defer v'd k^ and cond 
quenchM their Thirft with it; wnereaathej 
20 thorowly fatisfy'd, that it was given th( 
a better Uibi Having beprg'd Pardon (or tho 
fences^ they defired the Gods to leflen their 1 
and give them Strength to refift the Impcurt; 
of it 5 yet, in themidft of their foreftRcpeti 
and moft bunsble Supplications^ they nevinr 
Small Beer, and prayM that they might co 
to have it in great Plenty, with a folemn Pd 
that how negleflful (bever they might ha 
have been in this Point, they would for the 
not drink a Drop of it with any other Defig 
to mend their Complexions. 

Thefe were ftanding Petitions put toget 
lafl ; and having continued to be-made ufi^ 
out any Alteratioss for feveral Widr^ Te 
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getter J it' was thmight by fbme, that tfie Goda; 
who Ufioerfioofl Futurity, and knew that the fame 
Promife they heard in j^tme would be made to them 
the yoftmary foflowing, did not rely much more on 
tho^ Vows, than we do on thofe waggifli Infcrip* 
tions by which Men ofier us their Goods, To-aay 
^ Mo»iy^ and ^o-TJwrrow for Nothing, They often 
b^an their Prayers very myftically, and fpoke 
many thinss in a fpiritual Senfe ^ yet, they never 
vereio abflrad from the Worldin them, as to end 
one without befeechih^ the Gods to blefs and prd(^ 
ter the Brewing Trade in all its Branches, and, 
for the Good of the Wholeyj^ore and more to en* 
creafe the Confumption of Hops and Barley.

mong us would rcfufe to fubmit to the Har/hoefi 
of fuch uncouth Laws. There was a'fjerfeft Equa- 
lity among them : Gold and Silver Coin were tried 
down j their current Money was made of Iron, to' 
render it of a^eat Bulk and little Worth 2 To lay 
np twenty or tnirty Pounds, requii^ed a pretty laige 
Chamber, and to remove it nothing lefs thana Y<jce 
of Oxen. Another Remedy, they nadagaiflflZ^ilxi-^ 
ury. was, that they were obliged ro eat iticcnniiidli' 
of the fame Meat, and they fo little allowQ^fK 
liody to Dine or Sup bv himlelf at hooi%;niiS 
^gis one of their Kings, naving vanqui/hed tiie <^ 
theniam^ andiSbiiRlIng for his Commons atbis t^urn 
Home (becaufehe defired privately to eat with ^*'^ 
Queen) was refund by the Fotemarebi. 

in training np their x 9uth, their chief Car^ , 
Piutarch^ was to make them good otibjeft^^to 
them to endure the fetigues of lot^ |in4 
Marches, and never to return without V}ft 
the Field.

From 
all thde Circumftances it is plain, that no Nation 
on* Earth was lefs effeminate 5 but being debarred 
from all the Q)mfortsofIiife, they could have no- 
thingfor their Pains but the 6lory of being a War- 
like People inured to Toils and Hardfhips, which 
was aHappinefs that few People would nave cared 
lorupon the fame Terms : And though they had 
becnMafters of the World, as long as they enjoy*

> Pity^ as I have faid fpmewhere elie, is the mofl 
amiable of all our Paffions, and there are not manjr 
Occafions on which we ought to conquer or curb 
it. , A Surgeon may be as compamonate as hp. 
pleafes, fo it does not make him omit or forbear to 
perform what he ought to do. Judges likewife an^ 
Juries may be influenc'd with Pity, if they take 
care that plain Laws ahd Tuflice itielf are not in- 
frineed and do not fuffer by it. No Pity does more 
Mifthief in the World than what is exdted by the 
Tendernefi of Parents, and hinders them from ma!- 
naging their Children as their rational Love to 
^em would require, and themfelvcs could wifh it. 
The Sway likewife which this Paflion bears in the 
jSLffeAions of Women is more confiderable tlian fs 
commonly imagined, and t^ey daily commit Faults 
that are altogether afcribed to Lufl, and yet are 
in a fi^eat meafure owing to Pity.

It is not Compliments we want of them, but their 
Work and.Affiduity. But I give up this Article 
with all my Heart, good Manners we'll fay are ne- 
ceflary to all People, but which way will they be 
fiimiihed with them in a Charity-Schbol ? boyi 
there may be taught to puQ of their Caps promif*- 
cuoufly to all they meet, unlefs it be a Beggar : 
But that they /hould acquire in it any Civility be* ^ 
yond that I can't conceive. 

The Matter IS not greatly qualify'd, as may be 
guefled by his Salary, and if he could teach tnem 
Manners, he has not time for it : Whilft they are 
at School they are either learning or faying their 
Jjeflbn to him, or employ6d in Writing or Arithi 
metick, and as fdon as School is done, they are a« 
much at Liberty as other poor Peoples Children; 
It is Precept and the Example of Parents,, and thofa 
they Eat, Drink and Converfe with, that have tin 
Influence upon the Minds of Children: Reprobate 
Parents that take ill Courles and are regardlefi to 
their Children^ won't have a mannerly civiliz'd Off- 
ering tho' they went to a Charity-School till they 
were Married. The honeft pains-taking People, 
be they never fo poor, if they have any notion ot 
Ooodnefs and Decency themtelves, will keep their 
Children in awe^ and never fuflfer them to rake a-: 
tout the Streets^ and lie out a-nights. Thofe who 
will work thcmfelvcs, and have any command ovef[ 
.their Children, will make them 'do fomething or 
Cither that turns to Profit as fbon as they are able^ 
be it never fo little ; and fiich ^s are fb Ungovieroja- 
ble, that neither Words or BloWs can work upoil: 
tl^m, no Charity-School will mend : Nay, E^pe* 
Xience teaches us, that amohg the Charity- Boys* 
liberie are. abupdance.of b^d iOiuaa Ah^x ^^c.^v ^w\.

poral Welfare of the Society. It is a terrible thr^ 
a Man /hould be put to Deathfor a Crime he v^m 
Guilty of; yet fo oddly Circumftanccs may meet 
, in the infinite variety of Accidents, that it is ppfi- 
ble it /hould come to pafs, all the Wif3om thit 
Judges, and Confciencioufnefs that Juries hiay te 
poflefs'd of, notwith (landing. Bat' where Men en- 
deavour t6 avoid this with all the Care and Precaa- 
ixbti human Prudence is able to take, /hould /q(% 
' ;a Misfortune happen perhaps once or twicp in Wi 
a fcore Years, on Condition that all thai tinie|l- 
flice /hould be Adminiftred with all theStriaiS& 
arid Severity, and not one Guilty Per/on fu 
toefcape with Impunity ; it would be a va^if( 
vantage to a Natibh, not only as to the feciirii^. 
every one's Property and the Peace of the Sodfity 
in general, but it would iikewife fave theLiveibf 
Hundreds, if not Thoufands,ofNeceffitousWrcti^|e»j 
that are daily hanged for Trifles, arid who*' 
never have attempted any thing againfl the

Bra(s and 
ewter are ready Money, they are every where a- 
put the Hqufe; Plate perhaps and Money are bet- 
br fecured, but an ordinary Lock is foon opened, 
^hch once a Rogue is got in. 
Jt is manifeft then tnat many different Caufes 
oncur, and feveral fcarce avoidable Evils conttr- 
fjte to the misfortune of being pelterM with Pil- 
^rs» Thieves, and Robbers, which all Opuntries 
ver ,were and ever will be, more or lefsj in aod 
ear confiderable.

What makes them al- 
ways lugging and pulling the poor Creatures about 
the Houfe proceeds from nothing. eHc but that thejfi 
can do witn them what they plcafL and put theia 
into what pbfture and fhapetqey lift, and thePlca- 
fure they receive from this is originally owing t* 
the love of Dominion and that ufurping Temper 
all Mankind are born with. 

When this great Work is brought to bcar,^ 2XA 
aflually accompHfh'd, Toy and Serenity fecmst^ 
overfpread the Face ot every Inhabitant,, whidr 
Kkewifato account for Imuft make a fhort DigrdP 
fion. There are every where ilovenly forry Feubiifr 
that are ufed to befeen always Ragged and Dlrtyi 
Theft People we look upon as miferable Creatotet. 
in general, and unleft they are very remarkiitl^ 
we take little Notice of them, andyet among^tBid^ 
there are handfbme and well^fhaped Men as^^jv^^ 
as among rheir Betters. But if one of thefe tt^tttp; 
Soldier, what a vaft Alteration is there obferv'djii 
him for the better, dsfoon as he is put in fais^^jl 
Coat, and we fee him look fmart with his C5?ciftfe i 
dier^s Cap and a great Ammunition Sword i'\||^^ 
who knew him before are ftruck with oth|»r idmi 
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of his Qaalitics, and the Judgment which both Meir 
and Women form of him in their Minds is very 
different from what it was. There is fomething 
Analogous to this in the Sight of Charity Children ^ 
there is anatural Beauty in Unifor mi tv which moft 
People delight in. It is diverting to the Eye lo fee 
Children well match'd» either Boys or Girls, march' 
two and two in good order 5 and to have them alt 
whole and tight in the fame Cloaths and Trimming^ 
muft add to the comlinefs of the iight 5 and what 
makes it ftill more geherally entertaining is the 1- 
nxaj^inary /hare which even Servants and the mean*- 
eft in the Pari/h have in it, to whom it cofts no- 
thing : Our Parifh Church, Our Charity Children* 
In all this there is a Shadow of Property that tick- 
les every. Body that has a Right to make Ufe of 
the Words, but more efpecially thofe who a^uall^ 
contribute and had argreat Hand in advancing th^ 
pious Work.

The Rife then and Original of all the Bufile; 
and Clamour that is made throughout the King-- 
dom in Behalf of Charity- Schools, is chiefly built 
on Frailty and Human P^ffion, at kafl it is mor^ 
than poflible that a Nation fhould have the fan^O; 
Fondnefi and feel the ^^d^xn^ Zeal for them as. are-, 
fliewn in ouirs, and yet not to be proi»pted to it by» 
any prindple of Virtue or Religion. Encoura^p 
by this Confidferation, I /hall with the greater li-*- 
berty attack this vulgar Error, and endeavour t<K 
make it evident, thatfarfromberng Beneficial, thi* 
fdrc'd Education is- pernicious to .tne Ptibiiek- the- 
Welfare whereof as it demiinds of us a regard-Su"" 
periour to all other Laws andConfiderationsi, fb ili 
/h^ll be the only Apology Mhtend tomake-ftir di^ 
ferinjgr from the preftnt Sentiments^of theJEicaffiei^' 
and Reverend-Body of oup Divines, andvbnturtng-' 
plainly to deny, what I have juft now owa'd td bet 
openly afTerted bynftoft of our Biiliop&as^^wcB^Mi 
Iflfcrioc Qergy. As our Church pretends to nob* 
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fitQibiiity eveii in Spirituals, her proper Prbvince, 
fo it cannot be an Affront to her to imagine that 
/he may err in Temporals which are not fo muchv 
under her immediate care. — But to my Taft. 
• The whole Earth being Curs'd, and no Bf ead to 
be Kad but what we eat in the fweat of our Brows^ 
raft Toil muft be undergone before Man can pro- 
vide himfelf with Neceflaries for his Suftcnanco 
and the bare fupport of his corrupt and defefliye 
Nature as he is a fingle Crfature; but infinitely 
moire to make Life conifortable in a Civil Society, 
where Men are become taught Aninials, and great 
Numbers of them have by mutual compafl framed 
themfelves i nto a Body Poll tick$ and themoreMan'fli 
Ktiowledge encreafes in this State, the greater will 
be the variety of Labour required to make hin& 
eafy. It is impoffible that a Society can long fub- 
fift, and fuffer many of its Members to live in Idle- 
nefs, and enjoy all the Eafc and Pleafure they cam 
hivent, without having at the {ame time ereatMul^ 
titudes of People that to make good this Defeft. 
will condefcend to be quite the reverfe, ^nd by ufe 
and patience inure their Bodies to work for othera 
and themfelvcs befides« 

The Plenty and Cheapnefs of Provifions depends 
in a great meafure on tne Price and Value that is 
fet upon this Labour, and confequently the Wcl- 
fere of all Societies, even before they are tainted 
with Foreien Luxury, requires that it /hould be 
performed by^fuch ot their Members as in the firft 
place are fturdy and robuft and never ufed to Eafe 
or Idlenefs, ana in the fecond, foon contented as to 
the Neceflaries of Life 5 fuch as are glad to ^ako 
irp with the cburfeft Manufafture in every thing 
they wear^ and in their Diet have no other aim 
than to feed their Bodies when their Stomachs 
prompt them to eat, and, with little regard to Tafte 
or Relifh, refufe no whol{()me:Nouri(hment that 
can be fwallow'd when Men are Hungry^ oratkan^ 
thJogfor their Thirft but to qjxttLOci\x% ^.

If a Man^had a good Stock and the bell 
Shop in Cte^fiii to fell' Turbands in, he would be 
fttin-d, and*if I^wtffrrif/ or any other Silver-fmitb 
made nothing but Dimtah Shrines, he would not get 
iris Bread% nowr the WorOiip of th«t Goddefs is out 
of Fafhioa. As it is Folly to fet up Trades that are 
liot wanted, fo what is next to it is toencreafe in 
any one Trade the Nund>ers beyond what are re* 

guired. As things are managed with us, it would 
e prepofterous to have as many Brewers^as^there 
ate Bakery or as maay Woollendrapers as there 
vitfe Shoemakersv This Projportion aa to Numbers 
Ipr every Trade finda itfelh and is never better 
^Hlqp^ than when no Body meddles or interferes with 
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People that have Chiklren to educate that miift 
jlfet their Livelihood, are always confulting aol 
deliberating what Trade or Calling (hcv are ta 
Kf^ing them up to, ViB they arefix'd % and thoufaodi 
think on this that hardlv thjnk at aUoa amr thifij; 
dfe. Pirft they confine themfclvcs to their Circum* 
fiances, and he that can give but ten Pounds with 
Kis Son muft not look out for a Trade inhere they 
^k an hundred with an Apprentice : but the next 
they think on is always which will be the moft acU 
Yantageous 5 if there be a Calling where at ftlte 
time People are more generally employ *d than tiicy 
are in any other in the fame Reach, tnenearepre^ 
ftntly half a fcore Fathers ready to fupply it with 
their Sons. Therefore the greateft CarenofiCctm^ 
t^anies hav^ is about the Reguladonrof the Nuikm 
ber of Prentices. Now when aft Trad^ coimJttn^ 
and perhap juftly,- that t&ey aveoverffedoesL yoo 
jbKimfeflly injure that Trade, to whldx yovaw oo4 
^Mieimber more than would flow froin the NatOft 
^ Siociety . Befidea that the Go vemonr of Chanty^* 
Scbi>a]s don^t deliberate fo much what ^Ttade is 
the beft, but what Tradefmen they catr get Aal 
Will take the Boys, withfuch a Sum ; anidfew Mev 
of Subflance and Experience wiU have any thing j 
to do with thefe Children j they are afraid ef an 
Ihundred Inconvenieneies from the neceflitoua Pa^ 
tents of them : So that they are bound, iX leaff mofl 
Commonly, either to Sots and neglefHul Maftesr^ 
l>r el(e fuch as are very needy and don't care ^hai 
becomes of their Prentices, after they have receir* 
ed the Money s by which it feems as if we ftudy*d 
nothing more than to have a perpetual Nurfpry 
fcr Charity-Schools.

: Judges of Painting will never difagree in Opi- 
' nion, when a fine Figure is compared to the dawb- 
ing of a Novice; but how ftrangely have they dif- 
fered as to the Works of eminent Mafters ! There 
are Parties among Connoifleurs, and few of them, 
agree in their Eflecm as to Ages and Countries, 
and thebeftPiflurcs bear not always the beft Pri* 
ces ; A noted Original will be ever worth more 
than any Copy that can be made of it by an un- 
, known Hand, tho* it fliouldbe better. The Value 
that is fet on Painting depends not only on the 
Name of the. Matter and the Time of his Age he 
drew themin^^ but likewifo in a great meafure on. 
the Searcltv of his Works^ but what is fliU more 
iinreafbnable, the Quality of the Perfons in whofe 
Pofleflion they are, as well as the length i)f Time 
they have been in great Families ; ana if the C/ir- 
ifw now at Samffon^^pwtt were dat^^ V>^ "^ \tS.^S.v- 
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mous Hand thiin that a^ Raphael^ and h^lcf i prfr^te,

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after. Thevcry Difaftcw of Youth have fomtiiiics 
fi-ighten'd Gentlemen into a morefteady Prudence 
than in all probability they would ever have bee», 
Mafters of without them. To keep him from Tur- 
pitude and things that are openly Scandalous, there 
2& nothing better than toprocurehim free accefs in 
one or two noble Families where his frequent At- 
tendance is counted a Duty ; And whim by that 
means you preferve his Pride, he is kept in a con- 
tinual dread of Shgme. 

A Man of a tollerable Fortune, pretty near ac* 
complifhed as I have required him to be, that flill 
Improves himfelf and fees the World till he is thirty, 
cannot be difagreeable to converfe with, at leaft 
whilft he continues in Health and Profperity, and 
has nothing to fpoil his Temper, When fuch a one 
either by chance or appointment meets with Three 
or Four of his Equals, and aU a^ree to pafs away a 
few Hours together, the whole is what I call good 
Company. There is nothing faid in it that is not 
either inftruAive or divertilng to a Man of Senfe; 
It is poffible they may not always be of the fame 
Opinion, but there can be ilo contefl between any 
but who fhatl yield fir ft to the other he differs from* 
One only fpeaks at a timet and no louder than to 
be plainly under ftood by him who fits the farthell 
0jlF. The greateft Pieafure aimed at by every one 
of them is to have the Satisfaflion of pleafing o- 
thers, which they all pra6lically know may as effect 
tually be done by hearkning with Attention and an 
approving G>unt^nancei as if we faid very, good 
thitigs ourfelves. 

Afoft People of any Tafte would like fucha Gon* 
verfation, and juftly prefer it to beingalone, when 
they knew not now to fpend their time; but if the« 
could employ themfelvesinfomething^from whicri 
they expefled either a more folid or a more^laft- 
ing SatisfaAion, they would deny themfelves this 
Pieafure, and foUow what was of greater confe*?

If we purfb 
Thought we /hall eafily perceive that no Soc 
could have fprung from the Amiable Virtue 
Loving Qualities of Man, but on the contrary 
all of them muft have had their Origin froi 
Wants, his ImperfeftionSj and the variety k 
Appetites : We fhall find likewife that the i 
their Pride and Vanity are difplay'd and all 
befires enlarg'd, the more capable they mw 
of being rais'd into large and vafily numeroui 
deties.
